Daniels is Scored. 


- Charging many sins of omissions 
and commission, both. In the matter 
of pre.parertness and in naval prose- 
cution of the war, the majority re- 
port severely scored Mr. 
Daniel's; 


former President Wilson and Rear 
Admiral William S. Benson, former 
chief of operations, as the responsible 
adminstratlve officers. 
Thes officials .were warmly 
de- 


fended in the minority report. Ad- 
miral Sim,-commandcr-'in-chief- of.i 
naval operations overseas during the 
war, was'commended by the major- 
ity^ind assailed by the minority. • 


Opposed to the majodt.-' charges 
that many serious delays in naval 
operations resulted from the "non- 
.aggressive policy," pursued prior to 
1D1S. was the declaration of- tho mi- 
nority that "at no time did tho navy 
fall to perform promptly and effi- 
cletly- every' task ,that was Imposed 
upon it." 
The republican majority was sign- 


ed by Senators Halo, Maine; 
Ball, 
Delaware, and Keycs, JCcw Hamp- 
shire while that of the minority bore 
the signatures of Senators. Pittman, 
Xcvada, and Trammell, /Florida. 


Two Recommendations. 


The majority report presented two 


-recommendations, one »r appoint- 
ment ot a commission of naval ofil- 
cers to study the application of. les- 
ons of the war to the American navy, 
and the other form a commission, 
including civilians, to study and rec- 
ommend reforms In naval organiza- 
tion. .The minority made no. recom- 
mendations. 
• 
In supporting, against the opin- 


ion ot the minority, many of Ad- 
'mlral Sims' charges, the majority 
dealt conspicously with the admiral's 
overshadowing charge that navy de- 
partment delays in prosecuting the 
war were estimated 
to have cost 
unnecessarily 500.000 lives and $15, 
00*0,000,000. While stating it seem- 
ed "inevitable that, had these delays 
not occured, the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces might have brought 
about an allied victory earlier than 
they actually Sid," the majority re- 
port added "the extent to "which 
these delays failed to shorten. the 
war Is altogether conjectural." 
Tho charge ot "unnecessary cost In 


lives and money was declared by. 
the minority to "be monstrous' and 
"without foundation." the report ad- 
ding that Admiral Sims had "failed 
absolutely to produce evidence to 
sustain this serious'Charge."

tho Philippines. It will be recalled, 
however, that while Mr. "Wilson at 
first warmly welcomed independence, i 
when a bill granting the same was ; 
passed by the house, he reversed him- 
self when the measure roajihed tho 
senal,o and was Instrumental in finally 
preventing action. 


His reasons were never made pub- 


lic, but it in commonly supposed that 
international evenls caused the sud- 
den change. The world war had bo- 
gun, and Japan had engaged in it 
with the definite purpose ot achieving j 
a dominant position in the Far'East.
